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Rochelle Death Poses Mystery 


A story of community ef- 


fort, hard work and courage 
has come as an aftermath of 
the weekend flooding of Dix- 
on's southwest section. 


J o e 
Vaile, 
commissioner 
of 


streets, told of the residents in the 
flooded area Sunday night working 
alongside the street department 
men in the pouring rain when the 
flooding- was at its peak. 


Vaile said both men and women 


turned out to help in any way they 
could in fighting the swollen drain- 
age ditches in that storm sewer-less 
area. 


The Kirk brothers, Dixon, were 


singled out by both the residents 
and Vaile for risking serious 
damage to their bulldozer in the 
gravel and mud when they agreed 
to make a cut from the Utility 
Company pit to the river. 
The cut, which was about seven 


feet wide -and four feet deep, ex 
tended from the mouth of the pit, 
across Third street, and around the 
swimming pool, relieved the over- 
flowing cistern pit and brought the 
flooding water under control in 
about 45 minutes. Vaile said. 
* * * 


This episode was the background 


for the request by Vaile in City 
Council meeting- Wednesday for a 
drainage tube, or tubes, which 
would relieve the pits from over- 
flowing. 


Vaile explained that most of the 


water that causes the flooding in 
this low section of town comes 
from beyond the city limits and 
a series of drainage ditches and 
culverts are relied upon to han- 
dle the water.

A Southwest side resident pointed 


cut'that there are numerous wells 
and outside toilets in the area and 
a danger of "water contamination 
existed. The flooded section is also 
the srte of a former city dump. 


K. E. Thomas, Lee County 


Health Department sanitary en- 
gineer, said he hasn't received a 
formal requpst from city officials 
to investigate the area for con- 
tamination but has sent in sev- 
eral water samples to springfield 
for analysis. They were brought 
in by residents living in the 
flooded area. 
Thomas said he expects to re- 


ceive the first reports from the 
state laboratory about the first of 
the week but has told the people 
who brought in samples to boil 
their water. 


The proposed drainage tubes, 


leading from the utility pits into 
the nver via Sheridan Avenue, 
seems to be a step in the right dir- 
ection towards helping to relieve 
the plight of the west end residents. 
The city engineer now is estimat- 
ing th». cost of the project at ,the 
request of the city council.

President Eisenhower return- 
ed to Washington today, fresh 
from an eight-week work and 
play vacation and a call for 
the farmers to help elect a 
Republican congress this fall. 


Eisenhwoer's private plane, the 


Columbine, landed at Washington 
National Airport a few hours after 
hurricane Hazel had swept through 
on its northward drive. 


The President left Friday from 


his summer \\~hite House at Den- 
ver, Colo., but he stopped off at 
Indianapolis, m the heart of the 
Midwest faim belt, to tell an en- 
thusiastic throng that a GOP Con- 
gress will help assure American 
faimers "a foundation of enduring 
piospenty.'' 


Jabs at Truman 


Speaking to a wildly cheering, 


capacity ciowd of 15,000 at Butler 
University, the President jabbed 
at the Truman admimstiation for 
what he termed the farmers' "se- 
rious loss in buying power" in 
1951-52. 


And—in a separate speech at a 


smaller rally of GOP colleagues- 
he sounded a challenge to Repub- 
licans to spur "our horses . . . and 
to get to going" in the party's 
drive to maintain control of Con- 
gress in the Nov. 2 elections. 


His major address Friday night 


—broadcast nationwide by radio 
and telecast m 15 farm states- 
marked another stepup m his pei- 
sonal campaign to swing voters in- 
to the Republican column this fall. 


Cites Gains 


During the first 21 months of 


his administration, he said, "we 
have gone far toward building for 
our agriculture a foundation of en- 
during prosperity, in an America 
at last at peace." 


He said there never had been 


more constructive farm legislation 
than that passed by the OOP-con- 
trolled 
83rd Congress, 
and

blamed "the old farm law" for a 
"steady decline in farmers' buying 
power." 


On the speakers platfoi m were 


Secretary of Agncultuie Benson, 
whom he warmly praised, and Re- 
publican candidates from the Farm 
Belt. Theie had been leports from 
Washington the GOP leaders coun- 
seled against having Benson on 
the platfoi m, piesumably because 
of some Republican opposition to 
the administration's controveisial 
arm progiam.

felt Hazel's wrath, the Pittsburgh 
section, reported untold millions of 
dollars in property damage. No 
deaths or mjunes were known im- 
mediately. 


Worst in History 


Termed one of the worst con- 


tinental storms of the century, and 
spawned 11 days ago in the Wind- 
ward Islands about 
3.600 miles 


east-southeast of Miami. Hazel's 
130 m p.h. center devastated the 
island of Haiti last Tuesday, leav- 
ng reportedly more than 100 dead 
on that tropic isle. 


She smashed north-northwest to 


bash the U.S. mainland early Fri- 
day. Her hurricane winds were 
"calmed" to gale force by Penn- 
sylvania's Allegheny and Pocono 
Mountains—but

New York State and take five lives 
n the area. 


Hazel isn't "dead." the New 


York Weather Bureau said eaily 
.oday and damage was estimated 


in the millions as some districts 
came under the heaviest rainfall 
of the century. 


Fear Tides 


Although her outer winds merely 


"brushed" the New England area. 
Hazel's sprawling might still was 
making itself felt early today, with 
the coastal legions gilding against 
the thieat of abnoimally high 
tides.

Find Blonde 
Dead Along~ 
State Road 


Hold Rochelle Man 
For Investigation 
In 3:30 a. m. Death 


An apparent hit-and-run ac- 


cident, which claimed the life 
of a 28-year-old Rochelle area 
divorcee about 3:30 a. m., to- 
day, posed a mystery for Lee 
County Sheriff John Stouffer. 


Stouffer said the woman, who 


was identified only by the name of 
Ann Mae Byers on a social security 
arc! she was cai rying, was re- 
poitcd dead when taken to the 
State Police weighing station at 
the jumtinn of Rt. 30 and 51 near 
Rochelle by Raymond Ellis, 40, 
Rochelle. 


Ellis told authorities that he found 


the dead woman alongside of Rt. 
30 about 10 minutes after he had 
let hei out of his car. He said he 
had been making the rounds, of 
Rochelle taverns earlier Friday 
night and said he and his compan- 
ion had been drinking quite heavily. 


Was Intoxicated 


Ellis said she was intoxicated 


when he let her out of his car arid 
when he discovered her body a 
few minutes later a short distance 
down the toad, he told Stouffer he 
thought she had probably staggered 
onto the highway and was hit by a 
car "or something." 


Siouffei said he has found evi- 


dence at. the scene of the death 
which leads him to believe she was 
struck by a westbound truck but 
added he was holding Ellis lor 
questioning pending a coroner'* 
autopsy and inquest report. 


Ellis reconstructed his actions 


when he found her lying beside th* 
highway and told Stouffer he loaded 
the dead woman into the back seat 
of his car and drove to the weigh- 
ing station to report his findings. 


Clad In Jeans 


Stouffer said the woman was an 


atti active blonde and reported that 
she was clad in a blouse, blue 
jeans, and jacket.

ton today oidered an autopsy per- 
formed at 9 a m. Sunday in the Tor- 
man Funeial Home, Pawpaw. 


Stouffei 
said the dead woman 


was known to be of the DeKalb- 
RocheUe aiea and added that she 
was appaiently divorced or sep-' 
arated. 


Stouffer 
added that the dead 


woman's identity wasn't positive 
because the social security card 
was the only identification. He said 
he was trying to establish her 
identity by investigation today in 
Rochelle.

Flight of the Future 
~ 


The ancient dream of unlimited flight is rapidly nearing 


reality A nuclear-powered airplane—which can fly for great 
lengths of time without needing any refueling—may be built 
within five or 10 years. 
Thi* is the gist of a news report which recently came 


from the Wall Street Journal. The Journal states, as a fact 
that desisrners of nuclear planes have licked their most dif- 
ficult problem. They are ready to start construction, it says, 
as soon as they get the go-sign. 
The problem which had to be solved was of excessive 


weight 
A.n airplane's atomic reactor will have to be prop- 


erlvWarded or its rays would destroy the crew. And it long 
was considered a fact" that this could only be done with enor- 
mously heavy shielding. 


Less than 18 months ago, the head of a leading aircraft 


firm cancelled the company's research work, and said that 
a nuclear plane would hardly get off the ground. He summed 
up the seneral opinion when he saw it as just "a big clunker." 


Within the past year, however, scientists-engineers have 


quietly worked out reactor designs which they're sure will 
provide the answers. We now can build A-planes, they say, 
which are lighter in weight than our larger bombers. 


Although deep official secrecy surrounds every phase of 


the project "preliminary work on an airplane reactor already 
has been begun, it is said. The green light for actual build- 
ins: attempts still hasn't been announced. But factions with- 
irTthe Pentagon are said to be urging action, and the job may 
be tackled at any time. 


As to when such a plane could be flown, there seems to 


be some disagreement. Some engineers who are skeptical 
say not before 15 years. Others hotly dispute this and claim, 
if we started now. we could do it within only five years.

The argument made by the second group is that every 


atomic advance to date came sooner than most predictions. 
Or to use the words of the Journal: "The optimists have 
usually been right: 


It" is hoped they are right again. ' Long-range nuclear 


aircraft, which could stay in the air for days would give us 
a major advantage in a possible future war. Then, of course, 
there's the brighter side—for after successful war planes are 
built, we can start producing commercial planes. 


And once we've done that, who knows? If reactors are 


lightened still more, perhaps we can go even further and use 
them in land vehicles. Trains, buses and freight trucks may 
someday run thousands of miles on tiny marbles of fuel. 


Today it sounds quite fantastic, even to most of the ex- 


perts. But as recent as 15 years ago, so did the awesome 
hydrogen bomb.

The story of Amboy xmrnalism be- 


Koier Thompson 
gins before the community was organ- 


ized as a city. The Rev. Anthony J. Becker in his book, 
"Biography of a Country Town: U. S. A.," reports: 


"The first Amboy Times was printed in Pawpaw in 


185-1. 
Its earliest files have been lost, though they do 


reach back to 1856 
From i880 on the columns of the 


Amboy papers are the only complete printed history of 
this typicallv American 'grass roots' city." 


Amboy is justifiably proud of the man who was the 


city's firs' editor. He was August Noel Dickens, brother 
of the famed British novelist. Charles Dickens. 


Again quoting from "Biography:" 
"According to local authorities on early history, the 


first Amboy editor was a 'remittance man' receiving a

house to 


house, a farmer and an editor. The capabilities of Dick- 
ens as editor are difficult to rate because journalism 
in those days is hardly comparable to present standards. 
Although he diti not remain on the paper long, and the 


regular allowance from his family in England, 
ous times he was a yard goods peddler from 


family moved later to Chicago, many recall his children, 
two of his daughters being buried in Prairie Repose 
Cemetery . . . " 


Although the first Amboy paper was printed in an- 


other town, the city soon (18551 had a paper produced 
locally with Dickens as editor. H. G. Pratt became edi- 
tor in 1856, and held the post for 10 years.

In those days the business of running a paper was 


much more fluid than it is today. 
The capital invest- 


ment needed to start a paper was comparatively small, 
and as a result, small communities often had more than 
one newspaper. 
However, receipts did not always match 


expense, and many papers of the era have a history of 
many chaneres in proprietorship 
Such was the o««e in 


Amboy. Included in the rather lengthy list of proprietors 
and editors is The Evening Telegraph's pioneer editor, 
B. F. Shaw. He apparently held a financial interest in 
the paper during Pratt's editorship. 


On Dec. 12. 1867. Burrington and Shaw, the publishers, 


announced they would discontinue the paper for "lack 
.of support." 
But after missing only two editions, they 


resumed publication. 


Shaw was sole publisher and editor from Jan. 16, 


1868, 
to Dec. 24. 1868. 


Three names are prominent in the history of Am- 


boy's newspapers—The Times. The Journal and The News. 
The present paper is the product of all three. The Times 
was the earliest newspaper name. After many changes 
oi proprietors, the name was changed to The Journal. 


Amboy had 
two papers after the birth of The Am- 


boy Times in 1878 
They competed for many years, and 


on Oct. 10. 1913. were merged as The News-Journal Com- 
pany under the able directorship of George L. Carpenter, 
later a state representative during the Lowden adminis- 
tration.

Most Competitive Athletics 
Are Not Injurious to Heart 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Do competitive athletics of vari- 


ous sorts have any effect on the 
outlook for a long life? Such 
studies as have been made on the 
subject suggest that on the aver- 
age there is little difference in ex- 
pectation of life between athletes 
and nonathletes. 


One study from England on this 


subject reported that nearly 100 of 
each 
thousand 
sportsmen died 


from accidents or injuries as com- 
pared with only about 47 per thou- 
sand 
"intellectuals." The same 


article reported a suicide rate 
nearly five times as high for in- 
tellectuals as for those who had 
not distinguished 
themselves 
in 


this way! 


THE OTHER 
MAJOR debate 


over the part played by competi- 
tive athletics relates to its possible 
effects on the heart and blood ves- 
sels. One would not expect compet- 
itive sports like baseball, football 
or field games to cause any dam- 
age to the hearts of those who are 
in good health because there is no 
long-lasting continuous 
muscular 


effort. 


The question of damage to the 


heart is more likely in such events 
as middle-distance track, 
crew 


racing, and basketball, in which 
the muscles are in constant motion 
for long periods of time, thus 


throwing a. heavy load on the 
heart. 


TO THIS THERE is an encour- 


aging answer. There appears to be 
increasing support to the view that 
exercise—even strenuous exercise 
—produces no noticeable ill effects 
on a normal itoeart. However, there 
is no doubt that strenuous exercise 
may injure a heart that is already 
weakened and close medical super- 
vision of those engaged in competi- 
tive athletics is therefore desira- 
ble. 


One can conclude that exercise 


is not as important a. cause of 
heart disease as infections and 
that the old term "athlete's heart" 
should be dropped because there 
probably is no such thing. 


AT THE PRESENT time, from 


a practical standpoint, parents of 
teen-aged boys engaged 
in the 


more strenuous competitive sports 
should not fear any particular 
heart injury providing the young- 
sters are healthy, that they do not 
engage in sports while sick or 
weakened in any way, and that the 
medical supervision is satisfactory. 
Boys should be kept from strenu- 
ous sports when under par and 
must not be forced to compete in 
games beyond the limits of their 
strength at the time.

Unveil Contract Terms 
For Dixon-Yates Power 
Would Insure Firm of 
Nine Per Cent Profit 


WASHINGTON 171—The government has tentatively agreed to con- 


tract terms designed to insure the Dixon-Yates power group a 9 per 
cent profit on its investment, with no specified profit ceiling, if it bunds 
a new plant near the Tennessee Valley. 


Tins was revealed today by a 


study of the controversial and still- 
under-wraps ninth chaft of the pro- 
posed contract, which the Atomic 
Energy Commission has approved 
but not yet signed. 


Reveal Details 


Based upon present cost esti- 


mates, the contract now calls for 
the AEC to pay 520.716,000 annual- 
ly, including federal and local 
ta-xes. for the 25-year life of the 
contract—S177.000 a 
year 
more 


than previously reported to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Congress. 


The AEC would absorb any maj- 


or increases in the cost of coal 
and labor, as well as taxes, and 
would be credited for decreases, 
the contract shows. 


The document now is before the 


Senate-House Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee which is scheduled to meet 
Nov. 
4 to decide whether to give 


an immediate go-ahead for the 
pKpject or hold it over until the 
next Congress 


Asks, Quick Okay 


The administration has asked for 


quick committee approval 
Oppo- 


nents want consideration put off 
until the next session of Congress, 
as required under noimal pro- 
cedure for such contracts. The law- 
requires a committee leview of the 
contract before it goes into effect 
but does not allow the Senate- 
House group to veto it or change 
its terms.

"If confronted by hostile aggres- 


sion we will take what initiative 
we can, countering the aggressor 
wherever necessary, by whatever 
military means would most effec- 
tively accomplish the job.

We would not let the enemy choose 
only those battle conditions for 
which he is particularly well suit- 
ed." 


Radford said that until the first 


round-the-world flight was made 
30 years ago "isolation behind pro- 
tective ocean barriers seemed both 
wise and prudent to most Ameri- 
cans. 


"Today, when we look upon a 


desk globe we can see how close 
we are to the centers of Soviet 
power. The maps we once studied 
in school are outmoded in terms of 
time and space," said Radford.
